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S. S. KING PHILIP GOES TO GRAVE 


The fatnous excursion boat that recently capsized at Commercial wharf, 


is shown, yesterday, preliminar 


to being towed today to a watery grave 


east of the Graves Light. 


The final chapter in the 43-year career | 
of the famed excursion and fishing | 


steamer King Philip will be written to- 
day, when she will be towed out of the 
harbor and consigned to a grave in deep 
water east of the Graves Light. The 
craft filled and sank at her T wharf 
berth last January, and recently was 


abandoned by the owners, after it was 
determined that repairs would cost more 
than her value, 

The powerful wrecking lighter Mon- 
arch, brought around from New York 
for the job, went alongside the sunken 
steamer yesterday, a diver went down 


_ and fastened stout steel cables about 
_the hull, forward, amidships and aft, 


and before noon, she was righted. A 
few hours later, after steam pumps had 
been set to work to free her of water, 
the King Philip rode on an even keel 
once more. As she came to the sur- 
face, she presented a sorry appearance, 
her once white hull being blackened 
and slimy after its three months’ im- 
mersion.

The superstructure will be made tight, 
and with nothing more in the way of 
equipment to be saved, the vessel’s last 
journey will begin this morning, when, 
strapped to the lighter, she will leave 
the harbor forever. A representative 
of the U. S. Army Engineers will watch 
the King Philip’s death plunge, so as 

to officially record for the government 
her end, and to make certain that the 
location of her grave is such that there 
is no danger of her bothering shipping.
